from this dark passage in our history, it will not be 
uninteresting to reflect that this war, inaugurated to 
perpetuate slavery, will end in emancipation; {hut 

the Southern rebels and Northern traitors, who 
conspired to make slavery the corner-stone of a new 
empire, have thrown all former anti-slavery effort 
into the shade, and proved themselves the mostimme 
diafe aDd practical of Abolitionists. 

Nor is it unpleasant to remember that the foreign 
governments who, in the hope of compassing our de¬ 
struction, have encouraged and prolonged this rebel¬ 
lion, thereby compelling us to put forth our full 
strength, will have added immensely to the complete¬ 
ness of our triumph ; and that we shall, perhaps, < 
to their interference the grandest features of our 
ture career, a more perfect Union, a more intense __ 
tionality, an universal freedom, and all the blessings of 
T eace, happiness and culture that naturally follow ' 
their train. 

We have gained new faith in the unity and destiny of 
our country, as one that an overruling “ Providence 1 
will not let die,” although set upon by all the Powers 
of Europe, aided by the subtle influences which have 
striven in vain to uphold slavery and secession. 

We have learned to feel, and we have taught the 
world to recognize the fact, that the American Consti¬ 
tution, which Washington declared was intended to 
cure “the consolidation of our Union',” and to exl 
guish what with prophetic vision hfe denounced 
“ that monster,” State sovereignty—which even nov 
devouring our children and ravaging our country ; we 
have learned that that Constitution, in its wonderful 
adaptability, is as well fitted for war as (or peace, 
and that the government it establishes is—as the 
rebel Vice-President Stephens declared before hb 
attempted to destroy it—the noblest government in the 
world. 

But we have learned also that no Constitution, how¬ 
ever perfect, will secure a nation in its rights without 
t a sleepless patriotism on the part of the people ; and ' 
if is to their virtue and vigilance that we owe the vi< 

T tory we are met to celebrate, and we must not forget 

7 that our success has imposed upon us new and solemn 

% duties. The responsibilities of the war are with us, 

Jr and we may be sure that not only our opponents, but 

g the world and posterity, will hold us to the strictest

In looking at the election of Mr, Lincoln 
struck with the thought that a more generous confi. j 
deuce was never exhibited by any people—that a larger 
constitutional power was never possessed by any gov¬ 
ernment. Mr. Lincoln, no longer a minority President, 
holds his seat by a popular majority without a prece¬ 
dent. He is sustained by a working majority in the 
present Congress, and\by a majority in the incoming 
House of Representatives, while the Legislatures and 
Executive of nearly all the loyal States stand ready to 
second his rightful efforts to crush the rebellion and to 
restore the Union. 

And now, with such eminent opportunities for_ 

cess, we are to recognize and avoid the errors of the 

past. 

The military situation is eminently satisfactory. The 
triumphant march of Sherman, gathering by the way 
an army of recruits; the admirable cooperation ofi 
Foster’s forces, embracing one of our colored regi¬ 
ments from New York—the gallant twenty-sixth ; the 
brilliantly victorious career of iThomas, scattering 
far and wide the army of Hood ; the joint military and 
naval expedition of Porter and Butler; the call for 
300,000 men—all show that the President recognizes 
and obeys the demand of the country for sharp, tho¬ 
rough and decisive action, and that our gallant soldiers 
in the field are to be promptly reinforced. 

With the suppression of the rebellion and the recon¬ 
struction of our old Union there will come, throughout 
the sunny South, by this rebel war and an amendment 
to the Constitution, the substitution of free homesteads 
for slave plantations; and what a blessed vista that 
thought opens for the imagination! 

But, gentlemen, there are grave questions which 
immediately concern us, and whose importance is no¬ 
where better appreciated than in these sister cities of 
Brooklyn and New York, which together constitute the 
largest national centre of trade and commerce. Promi¬ 
nent among these questions are our national finances 
and our foreign policy. 

Recognizing with pride and gratitude the eminent 
ability and services of the late and present Secretaries 
of the Treasury, and their successful refutation of the 
prediction of the London Times that the war on our 
part would stop from the want of money, we cannot 
shut our eyes to the dangers that threaten us in the 
near future. 

With resources so boundless, and a power of recu¬ 
peration so marvellous that burdens Which would 
crush other nations we can carry with ease, we still 
cannot afford to double and treble these burdens by ^ 
blundering about the principles of finance, and raising 
the cost of the necessaries of life by too widely enlarg- 
ing the volume and depreciating the value of the cur¬ 
rency, especially when the government is the largest . . 

. purchaser in the market, and the laboring classes most endeavored 
heavily feel the pressure. 

Nor is it becoming that the National government of 
this republic—stronger to-day than any despotism in 
Europe—should be put to shifts for raising money. 

The country demands of Congress a tax so large in 
amount as to establish firmly the national credit, and 
at the same time that it be laid with as much regard 
as possible to evenness of pressure and convenience 
and economy in the collection. 

In regard to our foreign relations, the popular branch 
of Congress has exhibited concern at the seemingly 
timid tone of our foreign diplomacy—a tone so novel

American character. 

Due force must be allowed to the explanation offered 
for this excess of caution, that we could not afford to 
have two wars on our hands at once, and that we were 
hound to defeat the rebel design of involving us with 
England or with France. But now that the extreme 
exigency is passed, and victory attends our banners 
and foreshadows our early restoration, it will doubt¬ 
less be felt at Washington as clearly as it is throughout 
the country that firmness in demanding our rights, and 
frankness in avowing, when the occasion requires it, 
our ancestral predilections, if not our hereditary policy, 
is after all the best mode of arousing in those govern¬ 
ments that wholesome feeling of respect which is the 
surest guaranty of peace. 

To insure a proper observation of our rights, we 
must be prepared not merely to solicit, but to enforce I 
them. A meek acquiescence in foreign encroachments 
will never elevate us in the world’s regard, nor can 
the effect of submission in one case be removed by 
exhibiting uncommon bravery in another. 

England has taught us a great lesson in the matter 1 
of the iron-elads, whose piratical ravages she viewed 
with apparent complacence, and for whose detention 
she could find no warrant, till we said quietly, “ This I 

France, also, has taught us a lesson which we cannot 
forget, when we recall the assurances of M. Thouvenel I 
and mark the manner of their fulfillment by an Aus¬ 
trian Prince, guarded by French bayonets, claiming to 
rule that neighboring soil which our fathers declared 
oughfcnever again to be trodden by the propagandists 
of European despotism. 

Sooner or later, and perhaps very speedily, we must 
encounter openly this foreign hostility, embracing, it 
may be, Protestant England and Catholic France, and 
forming a holy alliance for our destruction. I 
now so wisely act that when that struggle shall 
the issue on our part shall be clear and just, so that 
not only the party of progress in England, but all the 
friends of freedom on the Continent—and their name 
is legion—will be compelled to sympathize with the 
free republic which aristocratic jealousy would de¬ 
stroy. 

Neither England nor France will make haste to I 
strike at republicanism in America if they know that 
the rebound of the blow will precipitate a revolution 
in their own homes. 

. All that our government has to do is to be just and 
wise, and fear not; and in its domestic policy let it 
trust the patriotic instincts of the people—let it stand 
by the men who have faithfully sustained its princi¬ 
ples, and avoid entanglement with the unprincipled 
cliques who, in the midst of war, will sustain their 
government for a consideration. 

We lost this Empire State in 1862 by the treachery of 
an immoral faction that betrayed the party it pretended 
to support, defeating the heroic Wadsworth, and elect¬ 
ing m his stead Horatio Seymour.

REMARKS BY THE TRIDTJNIB. 

Our last dispatch from Washington states that

REMAKES BY THE TRIBUNE. 

Our special Washington dispatches give, we have 
no doubt, along with many bits of idle gossip,- the 
true explanation of Mr. F. P. Blair’s abortive mis¬ 
sion toward Richmond. The gist of the matter is, 
that Mr. Blair, believing that he might, by visiting 
Richmond, pave the way to a just and lasting pacitT- 
cation of the country, proposed to go there, and the 
President, while he declined to give the visit an offi¬ 
cial character, saw no reason for preventing it. Mr. 
Blair, accompanied by his son Montgomery, accord¬ 
ingly repaired to Gen. Grant’s headquarters before 
Richmond, but was not permitted to proceed further, 
because the Secretary of War, believing no good 
could be effected by his proposed conference with the 
Confederate chiefs, saw fit to intimate to Gen. Grant 
that he did not approve Mr. Blair’s proceeding, nor 
believe that it could result in any good ; which Gen. 
Grant very naturally interpreted as a hint from his 
immediate superior not to allow Mr. Blair to pass his 
lines on his way to Richmond.

—Assuming this to be substantially the truth of the 
matter, we cannot doubt that a majority of the Amer¬ 
ican people will regret Mr. Stanton’s decision. We ' 
do not know, and have at no time felt confident, that. 
the rebels are yet prepared to agree to any terms of 
pacification that our government either would 
should deem acceptable; but we can imagine no pus- 
sible harm that could result from ascertaining pre¬ 
cisely what they ere ready to do. The recognized 
object of war, at least among civilized and Christian 
nations, is an honorable and satisfactory peace; and 
how are we tQ know when this end has been 
dered attainable unless we take some means to „l! 
certain ? An established, rightfully constituted gov¬ 
ernment, combating an armed and menacing rebel¬ 
lion, should strain every nerve to overcome at the 
earliest moment the resistance it encounters, and 
should not merely welcome but seek satisfactory 
(however informal) assurances that its end has been 
attained. It cannot afford to give countenance to 
even a groundless imputation that it contemplates 
with satisfaction a continuance of hostilities for their 
own sake, on any ground of mere punctilio, or 
any other reason than because it is compelled, by „„ 
absorbing regard for the very ends of its existence. 
r - our judgment, therefore—assuming that we have 
correct apprehension of the leading facts—Mr. 
Stanton has made a grave mistake, one that the 
country will not be inclined permanently to acqui¬ 
esce in.

To 
take the slaves by the hand as they were freed by I 
the operations of the war, and by force of the Presi¬ 
dent’s Proclamation, and help them to prepare them¬ 
selves for their new condition and to make the best 
use of it, was the task proposed to themselves by the 
devoted men and women who dedicated themselves 
to this work. And a nobler task was never under¬ 
taken, nor one whose issues were more far-reaching 
and beneficent. It is building for all time and pro¬ 
viding for the Christianization, the civilization, the 
progress, the virtue^ the prosperity of unborn and 
countless millions. And the work has been admira¬ 
bly performed, and the harvest has shown itself al¬ 
most contemporaneously with the Beedtime. The ef¬ 
fects of the labors of the missionaries which these Asso¬ 
ciations have sent forth into this field, moral, intellec¬ 
tual and material, are truly surprising. They show 
how capable of being moulded into good citizens and 
thrifty pains-takers are the despised, neglected and 
down-trodden negroes. These efforts are creating 
the “ men, high-minded men,” which alone “ const!, 
tute a State ” out of materials that have always been 
treated, and been taught to regard themselves, as 
scarcely above the beasts that perish. The populsw 
' m of the South, soon to be its People, are learning 
fast as they can be reached to know their rights and) 
knowing, to dare maintain them. They are reesiy* 
ing a greater boon even than citizenship—the know¬ 
ledge how to use it aright. With such massed, even 
with the degree of enlightenment which two or three 
years can bestow, slavery becomes doubly impossi¬ 
ble-forbidden by law and impracticable through 
intelligence. We know with what scrupulous care I 
the slaveholders used to shut up every cranny by 
which light could penetrate to the minds of their 
slaves. Their instinct told them that slavery could 
not exist in the light it hated because its deeds were 
evil. The haters of slavery, taking a lesson from 
their enemies as well as from their experience, per¬ 
ceived as instinctively that what the slaveholders 
forbade was the very thing that was needful. The 
instinct of the slaves agreed with theirs. Hence the 
Freedmen’s Relief Associations, and hence the great 
success that has attended upon them. 

We have said that the operation of these Associa¬ 
tions is to make the negroes fit to perforin the duties 
of citizens. It has been the consistent and persistent 
doctrine and teaching of the Abolitionists, wherever 
the occasion arose, that any distinctions in the rights 
of citizenship on account of color were Anti-Repub¬ 
lican and Anti-Christian, damaging as well to the 
proscribing majority as to the proscribed minority. 

We hold that perfect equality before the law is not 
only the absolutely right thing, but the politically 
expedient, as well. In all the political rearrange-, 
ments which are to grow out of this rebellion, we 
shall demand, as we have always done, that the 
brand of slavery shall not be perpetuated by the sear 
of political disfranchisement. We believe that this 1 
be accomplished, for we apprehend that no intel- !

“ R is hardly worth while to enter into a general 
discussion of the causes of the war which was forced 
upon us, or to speak of the duty of the people " " 

crisis. The flagitious character of the former „ 
more and more clearly, and the latter is so obvious and 
readily accepted, that I dfeuld add nothing to its clear¬ 
ness or the spirit which animates it. In the years of 
peace and prosperity of our country, the Northern 
mind, as a general thing, reposed in the anticipation 
that slavery would be ultimately removed by methods, 
though peaceful, as imperative and inexorable as are 
the laws of population and the progress of Christian 
civilization. The like consideration or apprehension 
rendered the slaveholding class in the South politically 
desperate, and with the bitterest hatred toward free 
industry, finally led to the conspiracy against the gov¬ 
ernment. The slaveholder contemplated his own class, 
which, numerically, did not include more than 1 one mil¬ 
lion and a half. He saw, on the other hand, that the 
preponderance of free labor, with its increasing power 
and right, would, in the future, govern the country. It 
was this view of the case which led the privileged por¬ 
tion of the South to enter upon the project of revolu¬ 
tion, and which not only meant separation from the 
North, but also a change from a Democratic to an Aris 
tocratic government—to abrogate popular government 
in the South, and create another upon the ruins of the 
old which should perpetuate slavery. It was a conflict 
over toe fundamental, principles of government. This 
is alike evident from toe purposes of those fomenting 
and leading the revolt, and from the ready sympathy 
with which the treason has been greeted by the oppres¬ 
sors of popular government in Europe. 

Wbll f the Patriotic masses of the Union who have 
itruggled to uphold the nationality and save the life of 
the Republic have had the active sympathy of the hu¬ 
mane and liberal people of Europe, we We found in 
the supporters of anti-Democratie governments abroad 
the apologists, the advocates, and, to some extent, the 
aiders and abettors of the rebel cause. So long as hu¬ 
man bondage aould be made a national stigma and dis- 
hoaor to bring American democracy into disrepute the 
organs of aristocracy in Europe were open in reviling 
slavery. But when slavery perpetuation became the 
motive for overthrowing popular institutions in Amer¬ 
ica, the rebellion was justified in the opinion of this 
class. 

‘ But we may reasonably expect, in view of transpir¬ 
ing events, and the recent expression of public opinion 
that this institution which has thus always been an ele¬ 
ment of weakness and dissension at home, and a source 
of reproach abroad, will be eradicated from the land. 

It seems to have been so ordered, by an overruling 
Providence, that the mad ambition of those who sought 
to perpetuate slavery, at the expense of the Union and 
civil liberty, should not only have arraye'd the armies 
of the North to overthrow its material power, but 
should have stimulated the moral consciousness of the 
people to a clearer view of its weakness and disloyalty, 
so as for the first time in our history to render its ut¬ 
ter extinction feasible. 

‘‘I may safely predict, as I earnestly hope, that an 
amendment to the Constitution will be speedily submit¬ 
ted to the people and adopted by them, which shall for¬ 
ever prohibit slavery within the free Republic of the 
United States of America. 

“ The Constitution of the Union makes it the duty of 
the National government to maintain for the people of 
all the States republican governments. It is no less the 
duty of each State to throw its whole weight and influ¬ 
ence firmly on the side of this great fundamental re¬ 
quirement. This government our fathers intended to 
establish and transmit as a legacy to posterity. Irre¬ 
spective of the division into States, we are.called upon 
to maintain and perpetuate the trust. Eighty years of 
enterprise, prosperity and progress have not lessened 
our obligations, or checked our devotion to the great 
cause of civil liberty. It is not a mistake to assume 
that, whatever exigency may foUow, whether domestic 
or foreign, the great body of the people will go for¬ 
ward to meet and overcome it with the same firm and 
irresistible energy which characterized our ancestors 
and has marked the subsequent course of our civiliza¬ 
tion. ln this patriotic determination of the people for 
unity, liberty and the Constitution, I shall, at all times 
earnestly join.” ’

THE LEASED PLANTATIONS NEAR 
NA TGHEZ—A B USS OF THE FREED 
NEGROES. 


Correspondence of the Springfield Republican. 

Natchez, Miss,, Nov. 3,1864. 

I promised in my last some account of the corditit , 
of the blacks on the leased plantations. On the 
greater portion of them were the blacks who had 
been reared and owned by the owners of the land. 
On some five or six were refugee blacks, from vari¬ 
ous quarters, from the Red River country, from over 
in “ Massissippi,” from up in “ Souri,” or Tennessee, 
whence their masters had transferred them to these 
safer regions. The weekly rations given is four or 
four aDd one-balf pounds of pork, a peck of meal and 
a pint of molasses to the full hand. Some two o’- 
three planters have given a pound or two of flour 
beside, some part of the season. Most of the places 
had pretty much the old stock of cooking utensils, so 
that the people have not .lacked their accustomed 
facilities for cookery. This fare is not sumptuous. I 
Nor has it been as good as the old custom on many 
of the better plantations. In the old times they had 
their chance for gardens and their Bupply of vege¬ 
tables. The authorities intended for them the same 
facilities this season, but for some reason they have 
not had them. On the whole, their fare is, at any 
rate, not an improvement on former days. For 
quarters they have had the old-time negro quarters, 
but now dilapidated by three years wear and tear. 
The owners have not repaired them ; the lessees have 
not repaired them ; and so they have been goiDg 
rapidly to the worse. So their shelter has not been 
as good as of old.

Sir: Having accompanied the fleet in the recent 
exchange of prisoners at Savannah, and having seen 
no account anywhere from an eye-witness, I desire 
give your readers a statement of some facts. The e 
change is still progressing, though but slowly. About 
6,000 of the 10.000 have been received and landed at 
Anuapolis. The fleet, aome 15 vessels, anchored at 
Port Royal, 25 miles from Point Venus in the Savan¬ 
nah river, where the exchange is being effected. The 
flagship New York, Col. Mulford’s, the Eliza Hancox 
and the Geo. Leary, were employed as lighters to 
heavy steamers that could not run up the shallow 
Savannah ; and this furnished an opportunity to those 
board these vessels to look into and behold

bosom—to a better knowledge, and so a first revela-1 
tion of the real sinfulness of the deed which had I 
her her life. 

Just so they have been herded like beasts together 
till not the half of them are clean black ; compelled to f 
herd, allowed no marriage, permitted no moral law of 
chastity, till they are well nigh utterly debauched. | 
Well, sir, I believe that many a black man,whose name I 
is written in the book of life, swaps wives for no valid 
reason, some whim or caprice, or incompatibility of 
temper, which would not warrant legal divorce even 
under the loose morals of Indiana law. It is hardly 
possible to put the matter more strongly than that, 
but I will stand to it. The simple truth is, that 
these poor blacks, out of whom centuries of the teach¬ 
ing of this very devil’s school of slavery have rubbed 
such moral instincts as barbaric Africa instilled, can 
do and yet find heaven, a thousand things which 
■would sink you and I to the deepest hell. It took 
long to teach me this, and so, for long, their fervid 
ligion seemed but fanatical mockery, backed by 
purity and integrity in life. God forgive me and help 
me to live as near the moral law I have been trained 
in, as they to the best standard of moral elevation 
they have been taught! I have learned to know that 
no race worships more sincerely, or with more rapt 
and fervid delight; that none trusts more devoutly, 
or walks more humbly with God. So I believe that 
none find straighter way to the gate of pearl, or bet¬ 
ter welcome within than some ot these, whose lives it 
were not well for you or I to imitate. 

The sick were to be fed and cared for. Yet on 
fully one-half of all the plaptations visited, the ration 
was stopped against the sick man, with no substitu¬ 
tion of rice, or tea, or flour, or sugar. Medicines have 
been furnished sparingly. Doctors have been mainly 
old black women, who sometimes do well enough, 
with their sturdy sense, and quick perceptions. This 
stoppage has been justified by the declaration, on the 
part of the planters, or rather the overseers, for I 
saw scarcely a planter on my whole round—they are 
thoroughly non-resident—on the ground that if you 
fed them when sick they would be sick all the time, 
and no work could be gotten out of them. This ex¬ 
cuse is of no weight, for the provost-marshal was at 
hand, who, upon complaint, proven to be just, should 
take the refractory jjiier who was thus violating his 
contract and imposing on tbe man to whom he agreed 
to render faithful service, and set him at. labor upon 
government work without wages. This excuse 
has been used as a cloak for most grievous in¬ 
justice. 

Wages are fixed at a minimum for full hands of 
ten and seven dollars per month for men and women 
respectively. This regulation has been abused and 
avoided thus : that minimum has been used as if it 
were the fixed rate of wages instead of a miuimum. 
The black has looked upon it as such. Then the em¬ 
ployers have in no case that I remember paid monthly 
wages. They have fixed upon twenty-six days’ labor 
as entitling a mau to bis ten dollars. They have not 
required labor Saturday afternoons, and the black 
loses that half-day ; they have not worked their 
hands m rainy weather, and the black loses that 
time; so that often the month’s work is scarcely full

The festival at the State Prison this year was 
of unusual iuterest. It had been announced ■■ 
Thanksgiving day that two of the most deserving 
men would be pardoued at Christmas, lhe inmates I 

all gathered at noon in the chapel, aud, as might 
naturally be expected, all were on tiptoe to learn j 
who would be the favored ones. The Governor and 
a large number of visitors were present. After sing-1 
ing, Scripture-reading, prayer and remarks by the I 
chaplain, the Hon. Gideon Hayne-', the Warden of I 
the prison, read a letter written by Isaac Leavitt, 
who had been pardoned a year ago, in which he 
gave an account of his success in the world since I 
leaving the prison. His case was brought forward 
as an example to those who were now confined to I 
begin tbe work of reform. He then spoke of the I 
care the government took that justice he done to the 
criminal; that every provision was made and every 
inducement waB offered to incite him to reformation. 
If a man, he continued, who has committed a great 
crime—a murder, for instance—his trial is de¬ 
layed, and if he is convicted and sentenced to be 
hung his execution is delayed and an abundance of 
time allowed for his friends to present the case to the 
Governor. If his case is then commuted to imprison 
ment for life, he has an opportunity by superior con 
duct, and continuous good behavior in every respect, 
to win the admiration of the officers of the prison. 
Such a man, he said, had been found among them, 
and that man was Milton W. Streeter. This an¬ 
nouncement caused an indescribable emotion among 
the prisoners, and the eyes of all were turned upon 
the fortunate man. Streeter was convicted of mur¬ 
dering his wife in Worcester, and was sentenced to 
be hung, which sentence was commuted to imprison¬ 
ment for life ; and now, after serving fifteen years, 
his exemplary conduct in every particular has 
cured his freedom. Mr. Haynes tLen stated that 
Governor had allowed two pardons, and the other 
•would fall upon Adolph Dessordly, the aonouncemeut 
of which caused another thrill of emotion among the 
prisoners, and the fortunate man was at once the 
observed of all. Tbe Warden said that he had been 
sentenced to fifteen years’ imprisonment, three of 
which had been passed, and the crime was one which, 
in Ms mind, should have never been regarded as mo-’ 
than petty larceny. He came to this country 
stranger aud without friends ; was unable to speak 
understand the English language, and failing to o 
tain work, he committed a robbery, tbe result of j 
which is known by his presence here. In concluding 
his remarkB Mr. Haynes said that some might think 
they had made a mistake in the award of these par¬ 
dons, and that many would have felt better pleased 
if lhe Executive clemency had come nearer home, 
but he knew they would, nevertheless, all rejoice over 
the good fortuue of their fellow-prisoners, and wish 
them a merry Christmas. The approbation of the 
men at the result was manifested by hearty cheering 
at the conclusion of the address. 

Gov. Andrew then addressed the prisoners, 
introduced his remarks by saying he had not come 
simply in his official capacity, but as a man, to wit¬ 
ness tbe effects of this act of grace. Ha next ex¬ 
pressed his conviction that they won d be satisfied 
with the decision, and then alluded to foe administra¬ 
tion of justice in the State, and said that i t is so sifted 
that there is bat a very small percentage of error. 
As a magistrate and as a citizeu,_ he deuired that 
the people should feel that there is but very little 
error in the doings of the courts, and yet neceasarily 
some, and it is tbe aim of the magistrates to rectify 
these errors. He hoped that exertions to administer 
justice, not without certain severe sternness, and yet 
modified by human tenderness, might not be without 
their usefulness and effect upon the hearts and minds 
of the prisoners, and upon all thoughtful men i-

God bless these boys and may 
their hatred to the rebellion grow with their return- 
intr energies, until the enemy .shall feel as he has 
never yet felt the power of an outraged people. 

From all I have seen and heard I am convinced that 
it is the practice, if not the deliberate purpose of the 1 803,18 aeTOn 
rebels, to put to death just as many of our men, their 
prisoners, as lies in their power, and not murder them 
outright. It is really and before God murder, but 
military license covers a multitude of iniquities in 
this world. This whole matter invites attention and 
close investigation,. I have only referred to a few 
points, perhapsHS'Uong the most striking, without, 
attempting a minute account of anything, ihese sol¬ 
diers will tell their own story when they get home.

cult to tell whether we we.o receiving white men or 
negroes, from outward appearances. But when we 
heard their story, and the story of the “ dead line,” 
how it cut them off from all resources, the matter was 
made plain. We believed their story, for it was one 
and essentially the same thing out of every mouth. 

On receiving our men, we attempted to make them 
comfortable and clean, and save as many as possible, 
although an alarming per cent, must and will die. 
They are dying from causes that run back to that liv¬ 
ing hell upon earth, the Andersonville stockade. Here 
is an actual case ; multiply it by 5,000. A walking 
skeleton, yes, I mean it, a skeleton; how it had life, I 
cannot tell, but I am sure it was a skeleton and no¬ 
thing more, once, I should think, a large and healthy 
man, now diseased as much as skin and bones could 
be—filthy —naked as when it came into the world— 
speaks: “ Chaplain, I Am in a bad condition." So I 
thought, and in the name of God and the “ U. 8. Chris¬ 
tian Commission ” I gave him clothing. I say multi¬ 
ply this case by 5,000, with this exception ; it may be 
some of the poor boys have some part of an old gar¬ 
ment upon them, and if so, it is abundantly tenanted 
by other creatures than human. But multitudes are 
positively naked. Stripped of everything of value to 
the enemy, they were turned into a stockaded field, 
something as farmers turn sheep into a lot; and there 
they were left, without the least shelter, with nothing 
to lie upon but the earth itself, and with the poorest 
food imaginable ; so poor that I dare not undertake 
to describe it here, as the soldiers speak of it, lest it 
should not be believed. The mind must be aided by 
the actual presence of these meo, as they came into 
our hands, in order to believe one half they say. Our 
very swine fare better than they fared, for we give 
them some kind of litter and shelter, aud enough to 
eat. Inside of this stockade at Andersonville, and 
within a few yards of it, runs a line or slender rail, 
called the “ dead line." Whoever, whether from acci¬ 
dent, ignorance or any other cause, should so much as 
put his hand upon it, was instantly shot, and any 
guard who should manage to shoot a “ damned Yan¬ 
kee,” could have a furlough of thirty days 1 I 
told that one rebel on picket managed to shoot 
of our soldiers.
